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Special  Instructors  for  the  Summer  Quarter 

In  Normal  Schools  and  Teachers'  Colleges  the  summer  quarter  is 
coming  to  be  recognized  as  the  most  important  term  of  the  school  year. 
It  is  the  term  of  the  largest  attendance,  especially  of  teachers  in  service. 
Accordingly  the  Normal  Schools  feel  the  necessity  of  repeating  many 
courses  given  in  other  quarters  and  of  offering  a  large  variety  of  courses 
to  meet  the  various  needs  of  the  attendants. 

The  West  Tennessee  Normal  School  is  engaging  a  number  of  additional 
instructors  to  assist  the  regular  faculty  in  the  work  of  the  coming  summer. 
It  is  believed  that  these  teachers  will  prove  a  real  addition  to  the  Normal 
School  faculty  and  that  many  teachers  will  avail  themselves  of  the  courses 
offered. 

Dr.  R.  C.  Beale,  Professor  of  English,  Southwestern  Presbyterian  Univer- 
sity, will  give  courses  in  English. 

Mrs.  Lila  Mayfield,  Southwest  Texas  State  Teachers'  College,  will  give 
courses  in  elementary  education. 

Professor  P.  H.  Manning,  formerly  of  the  West  Tennessee  Normal  School, 
will  give  courses  in  geography. 

Mr.  E.  B.  Ellis,  head  of  foreign  language  department,  Central  High  School 
of  Memphis,  will  give  courses  in  modern  languages  in  place  of  Miss  Thomas 
who  has  leave  of  absence  for  the  summer  quarter. 

Miss  Clementine  Monahan,  Supervisor  of  Music,  Memphis  Public  Schools, 
will  assist  in  the  Department  of  Music. 

Principal  D.  W.  Moody,  of  the  Huntington  High  School,  will  assist  in  the 
departments  of  Mathematics  and  English. 

Principal  E.  C.  Ball,  of  Messick  High  School,  will  assist  in  the  departments 
of  History  and  Mathematics. 

Miss  Pauline  Aycock  will  assist  in  the  Department  of  Physical  Education. 

Mr.  E.  C.  Hollar,  B.S.  and  A.M.,  of  the  University  of  Missouri,  will  give 
the  following  courses  in  education:  General  Psychology,  second  section; 
The  Teaching  of  High  School  Subjects;  The  Psychology  of  Common 
Branches;    School   Administration,   for   six  weeks. 
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ANNOUNCEMENT 

The  Thirteenth  Summer  Quarter  of  the  West  Tennessee  State  Normal  will 
open  Monday,  June  1,  1925,  at  10  a.m.,  and  will  continue  ten  weeks,  closing 
Saturday,  August  8,  1925. 

PURPOSE 

The  purpose  of  the  Summer  School  is  to  give  teachers,  especially  those 
of  West  Tennessee,  the  opportunity  for  study  and  improvement  during  the 
vacation  period.  The  work  will  be  arranged  so  that  teachers  can  add  to 
their  scholarship  and  professional  equipment  by  taking  regular  or  review 
courses.  The  Summer  Quarter  also  gives  opportunity  to  ambitious  students 
to  earn  additional  credits  on  regular  courses,  thus  shortening  the  time  re- 
quired for  certification  and  graduation;  and  to  students  who  have  failed  to 
do  satisfactorily  the  work  in  any  term  to  overcome  their  deficiencies  and 
continue  their  studies. 

The  Summer  Quarters  of  the  Normal  School  have  been  highly  successful, 
both  in  point  of  attendance  and  the  character  of  work  done.  The  attend- 
ants at  the  Summer  term  are,  for  the  most  part,  teachers  of  experience  who 
take  advantage  of  their  vacation  to  better  prepare  for  the  next  year.  Many 
teachers  of  West  Tennessee  have  been  present  at  many  Summer  Quarters. 

ADVANTAGES  OF  THE  SUMMER  SCHOOL 

The  complete  facilities  of  the  Normal  School  are  offered  to  all  who  attend, 
without  tuition  charge,  except  that  a  fee  of  $15.00  for  the  Summer  Session 
is  charged  to  persons  not  residents  of  Tennessee.   Among  the  facilities  are: 

1.  Faculty.  A  superior  faculty  of  trained  men  and  women,  specialists  in 
educational  work  and  deeply  interested  in  the  teachers  and  schools  of  the 
State.  The  entire  teaching  force  of  the  regular  session  remains  on  duty, 
and  a  number  of  other  teachers  have  been  secured  to  meet  the  needs  of 
the  increased  attendance  during  the  summer  session  as  well  as  to  offer  a 
wider  variety  of  courses. 

2.  Departments.  Well  organized  departments  of  Education,  Agriculture, 
Biology,  Chemistry,  Drawing  and  Penmanship,  English,  History,  Home  Eco- 
nomics, Latin,  Manual  Training,  Mathematics,  Modern  Languages,  Music, 
Physics  and  Geography  and  Physical  Training. 
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3.  Courses.  Instructions  in  high  school,  college,  academic  and  pro- 
fessional courses  and  review  in  elementary  school  subjects. 

4.  Laboratories.  Modern  and  well-equipped  laboratories  in  Chemistry, 
Physics,  Biology,  Agriculture  and  Home  Economics. 

5.  Industrial  Work.  Thorough  courses  in  cooking,  sewing,  manual  train- 
ing, agriculture  and  commercial  subjects;  also  in  drawing,  school  music, 
school  and  home  sanitation. 

6.  Library.  An  excellent  library  of  9,000  volumes  selected  to  meet  the 
peculiar  needs  of  teachers;  also  a  spacious  reading  room  supplied  with  the 
best  magazines  and  periodicals. 

7.  Observation  of  Grade  Teaching.  A  training  school  of  six  or  eight 
grades,  operated  during  the  first  six  weeks  of  the  Summer  Quarter,  will 
afford  opportunity  for  observation  to  teachers  interested  in  the  elementary 
grades. 

8.  Entertainment.     Coffer-Miller  Players  will  give  two  plays,  June  26-27. 


Lectures  and  musicals  to  be  announced. 


REDUCED  RAILROAD  RATES 

Special  reduced  railroad  rates  have  been  requested  of  the  Southeastern 
Passenger  Association.  They  have  been  granted  for  the  last  two  years, 
and  at  a  recent  meeting  of  the  Association  it  was  arranged  that  reduced 
rates  of  one  and  one-third  fare  for  the  round  trip  would  be  granted  for 
the  Summer  Session  of  1925. 

The  certificate  plan  will  be  used.  Students  planning  to  attend  must  se- 
cure reduced  fare  certificates  before  leaving  home.  Certificates  will  be  dis- 
tributed by  the  Normal  School  in  ample  time  to  accommodate  all  who 
desire  them.  Application  for  certificates  should  be  made  to  your  County 
Superintendent,  or  to  President  J.  W.  Brister,  Normal,  Tennessee. 

DORMITORIES  AND  DINING  HALL 

Mynders  Hall — The  Normal  School  maintains  a  magnificent  dormitory 
for  women  containing  115  rooms  and  capable  of  accommodating  300  students 
during  the  summer  term. 

Men's  Dormitory — It  also  maintains  a  modern  fire-proof  building  for  men 
which  contains  50  double  bedrooms  and  all  modern  conveniences.  This  hall 
will  be  reserved  entirely  for  men  students  during  the  coming  summer 
quarter. 

Dining  Hall — The  dining  hall  is  capable  of  taking  care  of  a  very  large 
student  body.  Begular  boarding  arrangements  will  be  made  with  all  stu- 
dents rooming  in  the  dormitories  and  a  cafeteria  will  be  operated  for  the 
benefit  of  other  students. 

RESERVATIONS 

Rooms  will  be  reserved  in  the  order  of  their  application.  A  deposit  fee 
of  $3.00  is  required  of  all  who  make  reservations  for  the  Summer  Quarter 
which  fee  will  be  credited  on  the  total  expenses  of  the  term.  No  reservation 
will  be  made  without  this  deposit. 

Rooms  reserved  will  be  held  until  Wednesday,  June  3,  and  will  then  be 
let  to  other  parties  unless  notification  comes  from  original  applicants  that 
they  are  coming  at  a  later  date. 
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It  is  very  important  that  those  who  expect  to  attend  the  Summer  Quarter 
should  write  the  President  and  reserve  rooms  as  soon  as  it  is  definitely 
determined  to  attend.  Arrangements  will  be  made  for  all  who  come,  but 
choice  of  rooms  will  be  accorded  to  those  who  make  the  first  application. 

The  rooms  in  the  dormitory  are  more  convenient  and  economical  than 
private  rooms,  and  parties  desiring  same  should  make  early  reservations. 

Rooms  in  dormitory  will  be  ready  for  occupancy  by  students  of  Summer 
Quarter  on  Monday,  June  1. 

Rooms  are  rented  by  the  term  or  Quarter  and  no  reduction  will  be  made 
in  room  rent  for  absence  during  the  term.  No  reduction  in  board  will  be 
made  for  absence  less  than  two  weeks;  and  no  'reduction  will  be  made  for 
absence  the  first  two  or  the  last  two  weeks  of  the  term. 

Homes  in  private  families  including  lodging  and  two  meals  a  day  can  be 
secured  for  $40.00  to  $45.00,  and  lunch  can  be  secured  at  the  cafeteria  at 
reasonable  rates. 

EXPENSES 

All  Fees  Must  be  Paid  on  Entrance 

The  total  expenses  of  the  Summer  Quarter  of  ten  weeks  for  Tennessee 
Students  for  board,  room,  lights,  laundry,  and  registration,  who  secure 
rooms  in  the  school  dormitories,  will  amount  to  $66.50,  as  follows:

Students  not  residents  of  Tennessee  will  be  charged  $15.00  tuition  for  six 
weeks  and  $20.00  for  the  full  quarter. 

Day  students  who  are  residents  of  Tennessee  pay  only  the  registration 
fee  of  $5.00. 

For  the  use  of  laboratories,  instruments,  and  materials  required,  the  fol- 
lowing fees  are  charged  in  the  Departments  mentioned: 

Biology,  Drawing,  Manual  Training  and  Typewriting,  $1.00  each. 

Chemistry,  $2.00. 

Home  Economics  30,  25c;  Home  Economics  41,  $1.00;  Home  Economics  51, 
$1.50;  Home  Economics  53,  25c;  Home  Economics  54,  25c;  Home  Economics

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Late  Registration  Fee 

Students  who  have  not  completed  registration  by  5  p.m.,  on  Wednesday 
of  the  first  week  will  be  charged  an  extra  fee  of  $1.00. 

LAUNDRY 

The  West  Tennessee  State  Normal  School  owns  and  operates  a  modern 
sanitary  laundry.  Students  occupying  rooms  on  the  campus  are  required  to 
have  their  laundry  work  done  here,  and  therefore  pay  the  laundry  fee.  This 
rule  has  been  made  for  sanitary  reasons  and  is  rigidly  enforced.  No  excep- 
tions whatever  will  be  made  and  all  students  who  board  on  the  campus  will 
be  required  to  pay  the  laundry  fee. 

WHAT  STUDENTS  FURNISH 

All  heavy  furniture  needed  in  the  rooms  of  the  dormitory  is  furnished  by 
the  school.  Single  beds  are  used  almost  exclusively.  Students  furnish  their 
own  pillows,  bed  linens,  bed  covers,  towels,  scarfs,  etc. 

RAILROAD  AND  EXPRESS  OFFICE 

The  Southern  Railway  has  a  depot,  called  Normal,  located  on  the  school 
ground.  Pupils  should,  if  possible,  when  leaving  home,  buy  tickets  and 
check  baggage  to  Normal.  If  this  cannot  be  done,  then  upon  arrival  at  New 
Union  Station,  Memphis,  buy  a  ticket  and  check  baggage  to  Normal.  Pupils 
who  come  on  the  Illinois  Central  will  transfer  to  New  Union  Station  and 
then  buy  ticket  and  check  baggage  as  above.  Efforts  should  be  made  to 
arrive  in  Memphis  in  daytime.  A  member  of  the  faculty  will  meet  new 
students  at  the  station  if  the  exact  time  of  arrival  of  the  train  is  given. 
The  Normal  School  street  car,  leaving  Main  and  Union  avenue  every  thirty 
minutes,  will  take  pupils  to  the  Normal  building.  Baggage  should  be  checked 
plainly,  care  of  West  Tennessee  State  Normal  School,  Normal,  via  Memphis, 
Tennessee.

COURSES  OFFERED— SUMMER  QUARTER 

Several  different  types  of  courses  will  be  offered  during  the  summer 
quarter: 

1.  Review  courses  in  elementary  school  subjects  for  teachers  planning  to 
take  the  State  examination  for  elementary  certificates. 

2.  Courses  in  high  school  subjects  for  teachers  planning  to  take  the 
State  examination  for  teachers,  and  for  high  school  students  desiring  to 
make  high  school  credits. 

3.  Professional  courses  in  psychology — general,  child  and  educational — 
primary,  elementary,  and  high  school  education,  history  of  education,  school 
management   and  administration. 

4.  College  courses  in  every  department. 

5.  Special  courses  of  fourth  year  college  rank. 
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6.  Courses  are  offered  especially  to  students  who  have  completed  three 
years  of  Normal  School  and  want  to  begin  their  final  years  work  leading  to 
a  degree.  The  following  courses  are  suggested  for  this  credit:  Education 
61,  71  or  80;  Chemistry  70  or  80;  English  61B,  70,  71  and  72;  History  70,  80; 
Home  Economics  74  and  75;  Latin  60;  Mathematics  70;  Modern  Language  73 
or  83. 

TERMS  OF  ADMISSION 

Statutory  Provisions — Under  the  provisions  of  the  law  establishing  the 
State  Normal  School,  all  white  males  or  females  resident  in  the  State  of 
Tennessee  not  under  sixteen  years  of  age  are  eligible  for  admission,  pro- 
vided they  shall  pledge  themselves  to  teach  in  the  schools  of  the  State, 
within  six  years  after  leaving  the  school,  for  as  long  a  time  as  they  shall 
have  attended  the  school. 

Health — No  applicant  will  be  admitted  who  can  not  furnish  evidence  of 
being  physically  sound,  free  from  contagious  or  infectious  disease,  and  from 
chronic  defects  that  would  prevent  satisfactory  work  as  a  student  or  mili- 
tate against  success  as  a  teacher. 

Character1 — Every  applicant  for  admission  must  present  a  certificate  of 
good  moral  character  signed  by  a  responsible  person.  The  State  is  under 
obligation  for  the  professional  training  of  no  person  that  is  not  qualified  to 
exert  a  wholesome  influence  upon  the  lives  of  children. 

Scholastic  Requirements — For  unconditional  entrance  to  the  freshman 
class  of  the  Normal  School  the  applicant  must  be  a  graduate  of  a  standard 
four  year  high  school  accredited  by  the  State  Department  of  Education,  or 
by  the  Commission  on  Accredited  Schools  of  the  Southern  Association  of 
Colleges  and  Secondary  Schools,  with  at  least  fifteen  approved  high  school 
units. 

Graduates  of  unaccredited  schools  doing  four  years  of  high  school  work 
may  be  admitted  on  certificate  from  their  principal,  provided  they  pass 
satisfactory  examination  on  four  units  of  high  school  work  taken  in  their 
fourth  year  at  the  high  school. 

Persons  twenty-one  years  of  age  and  over  may  be  admitted  as  special 
students  and  allowed  to  take  such  courses  as  they  are  prepared  for. 

Candidates  for  admission  should  write  for  admission  blank,  which  pro- 
vides for  a  complete  statement  of  all  work  done  elsewhere,  and  for  the 
official  signatures  necessary  for  proper  certification.  All  work  thus  credited 
is  accepted  conditionally,  and  the  credit  given  will  be  cancelled  if  the  stu- 
dent is  found  unable  to  do  proficient  work  in  the  subjects  to  which  he  is 
admitted. 

ADMISSION  TO  THE  SUMMER  QUARTER 

Admission  to  the   Summer  Quarter  is  granted  to: 

1.  College  students  who  desire  to  do  further  college  work  of  professional 
or  academic  nature. 

2.  Graduates  of  standard  four  year  high  schools. 

3.  Teachers  who  desire  to  make  better  preparation  for  their  work. 

4.  Prospective  teachers  who  desire  to  take  examination  for  State  certifi- 
cates. 
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GENERAL  COURSES   OFFERED  AT  THE  NORMAL  SCHOOL 

Heretofore  the   State  Normal   Schools   of  Tennessee  have  been  offering: 

(1)  an  academic  course  consisting  of  the  last  two  years  of  a  standard  four 
year  high  school  course;  (2)  certificate  courses  consisting  of  one  and  two 
years  of  Normal  School  work  based  on  high  school  graduation;  and  (3)  a 
diploma  course  covering  three  years  of  work  beyond  high  school. 

Beginning  the  coming  school  year  two  general  courses  will  probably  be 
offered,  both  requiring  high  school  graduation  for  entrance. 

1.  A  two  year  course  designed  to  train  teachers  for  elementary  schools. 
Special  curricula  will  be  offered  for  primary  and  upper  elementary  grade 
teachers  in  this  two  year  course. 

2.  A  four  year  course  for  the  preparation  of  high  school  teachers  and  for 
elementary  teachers  who  have  completed  the  two  year  course.  This  four 
year  course  will  include  prescribed  subjects  but  will  permit  of  sufficient 
directed   election  to   assure  two   or  more  majors   or  minors. 

For  the  completion  of  a  two  year  curriculum  the  applicant  will  be  given 
a  diploma  which  will  entitle  him  to  a  permanent  certificate  to  teach  in  the 
elementary  schools  of  the  State. 

For  the  completion  of  a  four  year  curriculum  the  applicant  will  be 
granted  a  degree  which  will  entitle  him  to  a  certificate  to  teach  his  major 
subjects  in  the  county  high  schools  of  Tennessee,  and  which  will  be  valid 
for  other  educational  positions  under  certain  conditions. 

REQUIREMENTS  FOR   GRADUATION 

The  minimum  requirements  for  graduation  at  the  West  Tennessee  Normal 
School,  as  at  present  organized,  are  as  follows: 

1.  For  a  two  year  academic  or  high  school  course,  96  credits — 72  pre- 
scribed and  24  elective. 

2.  For  the  grammar  school  certificate  course,  60  prescribed  credits. 

3.  For  the  diploma  course  162  credits — 54  prescribed  and  108  elective. 

Under  the  new  regulations,  which  will  prevail  during  the  school  year 
1925-26  and  thereafter,  the  following  requirements  for  graduation  will  ob- 
tain: 

1.  For  a  diploma,  96  quarter  hours. 

2.  For  a   degree,   192   quarter  hours. 

STATE  TEACHERS'  CERTIFICATE 

Under  the  law  no  person  is  allowed  to  teach  in  Tennessee  who  does  not 
hold  a  certificate  issued  by  the  State  Commissioner  of  Education.  Cer- 
tificates are  issued  as  stated  below. 


CERTIFICATES  ON  TRAINING 

Professional  certificates  may  be  secured  as  follows: 

1.     Graduates    of   standard    four   year   high    schools    without    professional 
credit,  who  attend  the  Summer  Quarter  of  the  Normal  School  for  ten  weeks 
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and  complete  satisfactorily  three  professional  courses,  will  be  entitled  to 
one  year  elementary  certificates  good  in  the  county  in  which  their  high 
school  diplomas  were  received. 

2.  Students  who  have  completed  satisfactorily  at  least  forty-five  quarter 
hours  at  the  Normal  School  including  a  minimum  of  nine  quarter  hours  in 
professional  subjects  are  entitled  to  elementary  certificates  good  in  all 
elementary  schools  of  the  State. 

3.  Students  who  have  completed  satisfactorily  two  years  work  at  the 
Normal  School  of  90  quarter  hours,  including  18  hours  in  professional  sub- 
jects, are  entitled  to  certificates  good  in  all  schools  in  Tennessee  except 
four  year  first  class  high  schools. 

CERTIFICATES  ON  EXAMINATION 

1.  Examination  certificates  of  first  grade  are  issued  to  applicants  who 
make  an  average  of  85  on  the  required  subjects  and  not  less  than  70  on  any 
subject,  provided  they  have  had  at  least  eight  months  of  successful  teach- 
ing experience. 

This  certificate  is  good  for  five  years  and  continues  in  force  provided  the 
holder  does  not  discontinue  teaching  for  more  than  three  successive  years. 

2.  Examination  certificates  of  the  second  grade  are  issued  to  applicants 
who  make  an  average  of  75%  on  the  required  subjects,  and  not  less  than 
60  on  any  subject. 

This  certificate  is  good  for  two  years  and  may  be  renewed  for  another 
period  of  two  years  if  the  holder  attends  a  Normal  School  within  two  years 
from  the  date  of  issuance  for  a  term  of  six  weeks  and  receives  credit  on  at 
least  three  courses  with  a  total  of  not  less  than  six  quarter  hours. 

RENEWAL  OF  CERTIFICATES 

Teachers'  certificates  subject  to  renewal  may  be  renewed  by  attending  the 
summer  quarter  of  the  Normal  School  for  six  weeks  and  completing  satis- 
factorily three  courses. 

STATE  EXAMINATIONS 

State  examinations  for  applicants  for  teachers'  certificates  in  Tennessee 
will  be  held  at  the  Normal  School  on  July  24th  and  25th,  1925.
